Cheverly will Plant a Tree in Your Yard”: Chever-
ly is one of the few municipalities is Maryland that
will plant a young canopy tree in your yard for free.
That is true, you simply call Public Works (301) 773-
2666 request a tree, and then they will come plant a
tree in your front or back yard.

Why do we do this? One of Cheverly’s greatest assets
is our tree canopy. Unfortunately, our canopy is aging
and many of our larger trees are succumbing to age or
disease. It is very important to continually replenish
our canopy with young healthy trees. Planting trees in
resident’s yards allows them to grow strong, instead of
being constrained by in tree boxes along our streets.

So please call now, while it’s fresh in your mind and if
no one’s there leave a message!

Cheverly Partners with CKARCDC, to Plant Pri-
vate Yard Trees: To expand our tree canopy even
faster, Cheverly has agreed to work with a new plant-
ing project that could result in planting hundreds of
trees here by the summer of 2018. Thanks to the ef-
forts of Cheverly resident Dan Smith and Patricia
Hayes-Parker, executive director of the Central Kenil-
worth Avenue Revitalization CDC (CKAR), launches
here this spring with the planting of oaks, sycamores,
and other species to support Cheverly's Private Yard
Tree program. The project will supply and plant the
first 10 to 20 trees that residents request for their
yards.

Through these efforts, supported by the county De-
partment of Environment and Chesapeake Bay Trust,
Cheverly will be saving money and providing profes-
sional tree planting services. We are in a pilot mode
this spring, but hope to continually expand this part-
nership to restore Prince George's County tree canopy.
Homeowner's will be asked to provide care for the tree
providing mulch and water to ensure its success.

Cheverly Sector Plan: On February 10th Maryland
Capital Park and Planning Commission (MNCPPC)
published a draft of the Cheverly Sector Plan. Hard

In March there was a public presentation of the plan in
Cheverly Town Hall on March 23", where Every
Cheverly resident had the opportunity to review and
provide comment. The Planning Board, Green Infra-
structure Committee and Council provided input to at
the Public Hearing on March 28" in Upper Marlboro.

The Budget is Coming, the Budget is Coming: Our
Town Administrator will provide the Town Council
the first draft of the budget in the April 14™ Workses-
sion. The Council works quickly from that point to
produce a final product by the June 8" work session.
If you plan to be involved please get a copy and get
you questions in soon.

In the past some residents come to the June meeting
asking for significant changes which are difficult to
incorporate at that point.

Pilot Traffic Project at 63" and Inwood: In re-
sponse to residents in the area the town implemented a
“pilot” traffic project at the intersection of 63" Avenue
and Inwood. Residents are concerned about the speed
in which parents take the turn, from 63" to Inwood,
when they are picking up or dropping off their chil-
dren at St Ambrose School.

The specific implementation of the traffic manage-
ment solution has not received good reviews from
drivers or residents, as most people seem not to be
able to navigate the traffic island. The Council will be
reviewing the solution in their March 23" meeting,
and determining whether to retain. It is expected that
the Council will ask for other possible solutions and
then prioritize the cost of the project in its annual
budget process.

What’s happening with the Dog Park? I’d like to
offer a big shout out to the Dog Park committee that
has been meeting on Monday evenings. The group
has been working on the governance of the park as
well as making recommendations as to how it should
be built. The proposed Dog Park will be unlike others
in the area. It is going to be built to the right of the
Public Works building in a pretty wooded area. Un-
like other parks it will not be flat, but will have some
terrain to it. The park is likely to be 3/4’s of an acre.
Given this location the Dog Park committee is reach-
ing out to the community to ensure folks will use the
park.

If you are Dog Owner please express your opinions
on the park to a member of the committee. You can
sign up for communication on the Dog Park my con-
tacting Mike Callahan (mhcallahan@gmail.com) and
you will be added the Google group!

What’s happening with Boom Reporting? OMG,
Can this Mayor do anything on time? First he tells us
February, then March and still the sensors are not in
the ground. Au Contraire! On March 22" Universi-
ty of Maryland students will be in town burying sen-
sors in 16 yards here in town.

I mentioned earlier that UMD would be placing the
sensors in yards where residents have reported
Booms. Actually, UMD has laid out the sensors in a
sort of T pattern. A straight line from the bottom of
Valley Way to the top of Tremont, and a curved line
the starts at Cheverly Circle and arcs to the a home
near the pool on Crest Avenue. The UMD team indi-
cated that this is best way to determine the location of
the Boom:s.

I ask all residents to continue to report any Booms
you may hear / feel. The UMD team will use the
Boom reports to research specific time points record-
ed on the sensors.

LOW CRIME TOTALS DO NOT EQUATE TO LOW
POLICE ACTION: At the end of this report, you will
notice that there were only five (5) reported crimes in the
Town for the month of February. This is a tremendously
low total, due for the most part, because of the strong part-
nership that the Cheverly Police Department has with the
residents of Cheverly. Both parties have to contribute even-
ly to attain a low crime rate, and Cheverly residents have
always be very diligent and active in reporting suspicious
persons, vehicles, and circumstances that have a strong
foundational link to reported crime.

What doesn’t show up in crime statistics, and what is not
apparent in these numbers, is the amount of time and effort
that the Police Department expends working to deter crime
on a daily basis. For example, for the month of February,
the CPD handled 91 incidents that are not usually reported
in the newsletter and wrote 89 reports. These incidents
range from warrant services, to impounds, to multiple ar-
rests for illegal drug violations, to field observation reports,
and DUI violations. In addition, over 110 calls for service
that do not result in a written report were handled by CPD
officers in February. These calls range from domestic argu-
ments, to suspicious circumstances, to neighbor com-
plaints, to traffic complaints and accidents that do not re-
quire police investigation. None of the totals also include
the 115 house and area checks that CPD officers handle
monthly.

In addition to calls for service and deterrence actions, CPD
officers made 29 adult arrests in February along with 1 ju-
venile arrest. These included 12 arrests for illegal drugs
and 2 handgun violations. In addition to full custody ar-
rests, CPD officers issued 9 criminal citations and served
11 criminal warrants. Regarding traffic enforcement, CPD
officers wrote a combined 559 citations, warnings, and re-
pair orders, and arrested 4 persons for DWI.

Maintaining a low crime really is a full time job that re-
quires dedicated Town employees and observant residents.
Both have to work in tandem to produce dramatic results.
This article was designed to show some of the results of
these efforts, but to also highlight the tremendous amount
of work that makes it possible to report such a low monthly
crime rate.

VEHICLE DONATIONS: Your vehicle donations are
critical to the ability of the Police Department to maintain

its high level of equipment and its access to superior train-
ing for the coming year. The advantage of donating your
vehicle to the Town, aside from the tax benefit, is that you
actually can see your donation dollars at work.

CRIME MAPS: The Cheverly Police Department now
produces monthly and yearly crime maps showing the dis-
tribution and current quantity of crime around the Town.
These maps are, by design, overlarge to allow for the visu-
alization of symbols indicating individual and types of
crime. Unfortunately, this larger size makes it difficult to
adapt to the Newsletter structure. Anyone wishing one of
these maps can get one for free at the Police Station.

Mosquitoes are Coming,

Mosquitoes are Coming

The spring season brings a host of beauty to our area becoming a feast to our eyes and ears. Spring
also brings rain and with rain, wet weather which can become stagnant water, the breeding ground/
facilitator for mosquitoes.

In the event that you wish to host mosquitoes within the immediate area of you property and share
them with the community, please let stagnant water remain on your property... That pretty much sums
it up. Stagnant/standing/ puddles of water become the host where mosquitoes will lay their eggs.
Within five days the immediate area will be hearing the mosquitoes buzzing sound as they search for
a blood meal and perhaps leave the host with a medical need

On the other hand you may not wish to host mosquitoes on your property or share them with the com-
munity. If this is you, please consider incorporating the guidelines below from the Maryland Depart-

ment of Agriculture...

Tips to Rid Your Community of Mosquito Breeding Sites

e Clean rain gutters to allow water to flow freely.

o Remove old tires or drill drainage holes in tires used for playground equipment.
« Store plastic wading pools inside or turn them upside down when not in use.

e Turn over or remove clay pots and plastic containers.

« Dispose of all empty beverage containers, plastic wrappers, discarded toys, etc.

o Check for trapped water in plastic or canvas tarps used to cover boats, pools, etc. Arrange the tarp
to drain the water.

o Pump out bilges in boats. Turn canoes and small boats upside down for storage.

» Replace water in bird baths at least twice a week.




MOSQUITOES cont’d

o Flush livestock water troughs twice a week.

o Don't leave garbage can lids lying upside down. Be sure water does not collect in the bottom of
garbage cans.

o Flush water in the bottom of plant holders twice a week.
« Fix dripping outside water faucets.
e Turn wheelbarrows upside down when stored outside.

o Check around construction sites or do-it-yourself improvements to ensure that proper backfilling
and grading prevent drainage problems.

e Check ornamental ponds, tree holes and water-holding low areas for mosquito larvae.

o Call the nearest Mosquito Control Office (see below) if you find, or suspect, mosquito larvae are
present.

If ditches do not flow and contain stagnant water for one week or longer, they can produce large num-

bers of mosquitoes. Report such conditions to a Mosquito Control Office. Do not attempt to clear

these ditches because they may be protected by wetland regulations.

toes within the Town of Cheverly. On Tuesday nights mosquito control products will be sprayed in

the areas where residents have made phone calls to public works and/or the Agriculture Department.

These calls result in monitoring and identified areas as having an increase in the mosquito population.

Please monitor the sources of stagnant water on your property and, if possible, ask your neighbors to

do the same. Working together early in spring the mosquitoes breeding sites can be minimized...

Please call the Department of Public Works. Report your mosquito situation between 7:30 AM and

4:00 PM, Monday through Friday, except federal holidays to 301-773-2666.
